One of the last acts of Secretary 


ot Labor Tobin before, going out 
of office with the Truman admin- 
istration was to issue an order in- 
creasing the minimum wage re- 
quired to be paid on government 
clothing contracts to $1 an hour. 


The order was attacked in feder- 


al court this week by 70 cotton 
and rayon mill managers. 


Everyone knows that the mini- 


mum pay for plants covered by 
federal wage & hour regulations is 
75 cents an hour. But there is a 
curious piece of legislation known 
as the Walsh-Healcy Act which per- 
mits the Department ot Labor tn 
Jjiquire a higher minimum rate, as 
it desires, when the taxpayers arc 
footing the bill rather than private 
purchasers. This 
bonus-minimum 


for government contracts was ori- 
ginally set at 87 cents an hour, 12 
cents 
over 
the 
private-business 


schedule — and then Secretary 
Tobin, bowing out with a defeated 
government, raised it, another 13 
cents to $1. 
, 


The mill managers, now permit- 
^d to goj. into ..KOurV since the Do- 
icnse Production Act was amend- 
ed last summer to make minimum- 
wage rulings reviewable before a 
judge, claim that Tobin's order 
was illegal because, (1) The Walsh- 
Healey Act says wage levels must 
be set locally, not coast-to-coast 
as he ordered, and (2) The act 
applies only to textile products 
"not usually bought in the open 
market," but Tobin sought to makp 
it cover all textiles purchased by 


e government. 
The rest of us aren't concerned 


with the technicalities of: this law- 
suit — but we arc concerned with 
the fraud perpetrated against the 
taxpayers when congress passed 
that Walsh-Healey Act in the firsi 
place. 


It makes one price for lauor 


working on a garment to be sold 
competitively to private citizens, 
but an entirely different price when 
*he same garment is to 'be sold to 
zne federal government — paid for 
not with' citizens' earnings but with 
the taxes the government has seiz- 
ed from, them.

Practically all of these govern- 


ment purchases, of course, ore for 
the armed services. The facts form 
an ugly picture — a picture of 
politicians .bartering for election 
votes with slush funds tacked onto 
the cost of our military budget.

control this week amid signs that 
emergency power to restore econ 
omic curbs might be kept. 


A top official said a final deci- 


sion will be made today on a long 
list of goods tentatively tabbed for 
removal from price ceilings by Fri- 
day or Saturday. 


The list makes up 15 per cent 


of consumer goods in the cost of 
Jiving index package, he said, and 
would leave less than that percen- 
tage still under control. II includes 
such things as: 


Milk, 
butter, 
cheese, 
poultry 


eggs, 
oleomargarine 
cleansers 


soap, lard and other shortening; 
rubber-and rubber products; lead 
tin, zinc and scrap; pet foods; pa- 
per and paper products. 


Controls would remain, at least 


for the time being, on such import 
ant items as machinery, most au 
tomobiles and scarce metals.
